A WISE INVESTMENT 
Most local residents are b y now well 
aware that diseases of the heart and b lood 
v essels are the principal cause of death in 
Ulster County. Last year these diseases ac­ 
counted for more than all other causes of 
death comb ined. Of the 1067 deaths in the 
county, 722 deaths or 67 per cent were 
ascrib ed to heart and b lood v essel diseases. 
These facts are b eing b rought out in the 
current Heart Fund campaign underway 
in Ulster County b y speakers who are ex­ 
plaining the research, educational and com­ 
munity sendee programs made possib le b y 
the fund. Generally this awareness through­ 
out the country has come ab out largely 
through similar educational work of the 
American Heart Association. 
The Heart Association has done far more 
than alert the pub lic to the perils of cardio­ 
v ascular disease, howev er. 
It has spent 
one hundred million dollars on research 
ov er the past 15 years. During this period 
the cardiov ascular death rate has gradually 
declined. This has prompted the Associa­ 
tion to describ e the research program as 
“one of the wisest inv estments in our na- j 
tional history,” and to declare that “we 
are now b eginning to receiv e major div i­ 
dends” from it. 
No more need b e said. All of us share, 
potentially, in these div idends. It is up to 
us all to keep inv esting through generous 
gifts to the Heart Fund. 
It is well for us to rememb er this when 
pub lic-spirited citizens canv ass our neigh­ 
b orhoods on Heart Sundav , Feb ruary 14. 


PUSH FOR UNICAMERALS 
The chances are growing that Neb raska, 
the only state with a unicameral legislature, 
may soon hav e company. Since the Corn- 
husker state replaced its two-house legis­ 
lature with a single chamb er in 19 35, 
numerous attempts to follow suit hav e b een 
made elsewhere. Such proposals hav e b een 
b ottled up in commitee, or in some cases 
rejected b y popular v ote. Now, howev er, 
Supreme Court decisions hav e forced many 
states to reconsider their legislativ e setup. 
In Rhode Island former Gov . Dennis J. 
Rob erts, chariman of a committee to 
correct faulty apportionment of the legis­ 
lature, urges his state to follow Neb raska's 
example. He urges the familiar arguments: 
greater efficiency, and a denial that hav ing 
one b ranch rev iew the work of the other 
serv es any v ery useful purpose. Instead, 
he thinks, the two-b ranch system is largely 
a means of passing the b uck and hiding the 
responsib ility for decisions. 
Oppositions to such a change may hav e 
strong reasons. It may also b e due to power­ 
ful lob b ies of legislators who would b e v oted 
out of office and thus regard the idea as 
a 
personal 
affront. 
This 
consideration 
should not, ob v iously, b e decisiv e. 


It is an interesting and in some respects 
rather troub ling sidelight of the Churchill 
ceremonies that Queen Elizab eth quietly 
paid her respects to the grand old man at I 
Westminster Hall. Interesting b ecause no 
other British sov ereign within memory 
had paid such homage to anyone not of 
royal b lood. Troub ling b ecause it seems 
somehow out of step with the times that 
j 
there should b e anything remarkab le ab out 
a person distinguished largely b y position 
honoring one distinguished b y achiev ement.

Many words (and much nonsense) 
hav e a l­ 
ready b oen w ritten ab out De Gaulle's m aste r plan 
for a sottlem ?nt w ith Russia and the creation of 
a united Europe reaching from the “A tlantic to 
the Ural M ountains." 
The fact is that few W estern statesm en serin 
to comprehend how he hopes to achiev e his “grand 
design." His recent statem en ts, although am b ig­ 
uous as usual, prov ide a few clues. 
Thus they deserv e serious consideration espe­ 
cially b y President L yn d m B. Johnson, who is 
himself in search of a realistic foreign policy. 
W hat 
is m ost rev olutionary in Dr Gaulle's 
plan is his v iew of Sov iet R ussia’s future. He 
b eliev es that under th<« threa t of Red China the 
Russians will b e forced sooner or later to “rejoin 
the European family." 
This ma> b e only a G aulist illusion. But the 
French piesident is at once a diplom atic con­ 
serv ativ e and a radical. He is a m an of the 19 th 
century who. ignoring the 20th. w ants to rush 
headlong into the 21st century. 
How else is one to explain his fav orite form ula 
of a Europe “ from the A tlantic to the U rals?" 
Does De Gaulle already v isualize a time when the 
Red ChiiVese would push the Russians b ehind the 
Ural mountains, conq uering all of Sib eria and 
Sov iet C entral Asia?

This, in effect, is w hat De G aulle told W est 
G erm an C hancellor E rhard w hen they m et re ­ 
cently in Paris 
Thus, the E uropean “third force" of w hich 
De Gaulle dream s would not b e a b uffer b etw een 
the United S tate s and Russia, as it had b een 
thought until now. 
It would b e a 
E uropean alliance including 
Russia, which would keep the b alance of power 
b etween A m erica and Red China. 
De Gaulle m ay he dreaming. But w ith the 
United S tates facing ev er greater difficulties in 
Viet Nam. Laos and S outheast Asia and growing 
economic dem ands from Latin America, his “grand

A WISE INVESTMENT 
Most local residents are by now well 
aware that diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels are the principal cause of death in 
Ulster County. Last year these diseases ac­ 
counted for more than all other causes of 
death combined. Of the 1067 deaths in the 
county, 722 deaths or 67 per cent were 
ascribed to heart and blood vessel diseases. 
Those facts are boing brought out in the 
current Heart Fund campaign underway 
in Ulster County by speakers who are ex­ 
plaining the research, educational and com­ 
munity service programs made possible by 
the fund. Generally this awareness through­ 
out the country has come about largely 
through similar educational work of the 
American Heart Association. 
Tile Heart Association has done far more 
than alert the public to the perils of cardio­ 
vascular disease, however. 
It has spent 
one hundred million dollars on research 
over the past 15 years. During this period 
the cardiovascular death rate has gradually 
declined. This has prompted the Associa­ 
tion to describe the research program as 
“one of the wisest investments in our na­ 
tional history,” and to declare that “we 
are now beginning to receive major divi­ 
dends” from it. 
No more need be said. All of us share, 
potentially, in these dividends. It is up to 
us all to keep investing through generous 
gifts to the Heart Fund. 
It is well for us to remember this when 
public-spirited citizens canvass our neigh­ 
borhoods on Heart Sunday, February 14. 


PUSH FOR UNICAMERAL^ 
The chances are growing that Nebraska, 
the only state with a unicameral legislature, 
may soon have company. Since the Corn­ 
husker state replaced its two-house legis­ 
lature with a single chamber in 1935, 
numerous attempts to follow suit have been 
made elsewhere. Such proposals have been 
bottled up in commitee, or in some cases 
rejected by popular vote. Now, however, 
Supreme Court decisions have forced many 
states to reconsider their legislative setup. 
In Rhode Island former Gov. Dennis J. 
Roberts, chainman of a committee to 
correct faulty apportionment of the legis­ 
lature. urges his state to follow Nebraska’s 
example. He urges the familiar arguments: 
greater efficiency, and a denial that having 
one branch review the work of the other 
serves any very useful purpose. Instead, 
he thinks, the two-branch system is largely 
a means of passing the buck and hiding the 
responsibility for decisions. 
Oppositions to such a change may have 
strong reasons. It may also be due to power­ 
ful lobbies of legislators who would be voted 
out of office and thus regard the idea as 
a 
personal 
affront. 
This 
consideration 
should not. obviously, be decisive.

G a / 1. 74. is still m aking history. 
He is expected to run next au tu m n in F ra n c e ’s 
first presidential election by universal s u f f r a g e 
since 18*18. He will undoubtedly win another seven- 
year term as president. 
Many words (and much nonsense) have al­ 
ready been w ritten about De Gaulle's m aster plan 
for a settlem ent w ith Russia and the creation of 
a united Europe reaching from the "A tlantic to 
the Ural M ountains.'’ 
The fact is that few W estern statesm en seem 
to comprehend how he hopes to achieve his “grand 
design." His recent statem ents, although am big­ 
uous as usual, provide a few clues. 
Thus they deserve serious consideration espe­ 
cially bv President Lynd rn B 
Johnson, who is 
himself in search of a realistic foreign policy. 
W hat 
is most 
revolutionary in 
De G aulle’s 
plan is his view of Soviet R ussia’s future. He 
believes that under th#' th reat of Red China the 
Russians will be forced sooner or later to "rejoin 
the European family." 
This mav be only a Gaulist illusion. But tile 
French president is at once a diplom atic con­ 
servative and a radical. He is a m an of the 19th 
century who. ignoring the 20th, w ants to rush 
headlong into the 21st century. 
How el'*' N one t i explain his favorite formula 
of a Europe "from the A tlantic to the U rals?" 
Dors De Gaulle ahead} visualize a tim e w hen the 
Rod Chinese would push the R ussians behind the 
I*tai m ountains 
conquering all of Siberia and 
Soviet C entral Asia? 
Surely the general, for all his illusions of 
grandeur, cannot be loiking that far ahead. But 
there are some shrewd diplom atic calculations in 
his statem ents. By constantly em phasizing the 
idea of a Europe from the A tlantic to the U rals 
he is in effect w arning the Russians of the u lti­ 
m ate dangei they are facing in Asia 
As De Gaulle sees it, a Europe independent 
of the United S tates could u ltim ately reach an 
understanding wit ii Russia 
He seems convinced that Moscow might even 
he m ir e favorable to G u m a n unity once W estern 
Europe ceases to be an American bridgehead. 
This, in effect, is w h at De Gaulle told W est 
G erm an C hancellor E rh ard w hen they met re­ 
cent Iv in Paris 
Thus, the European “third force” of which 
De Gaulle dream s would not be a buffer betw een 
the United S tates and Russia, as it had been 
though? until now. 
It would be a 
European alliance including 
Russia, which would keep the balance of power 
between America and Rod China.

It is an interesting and in some respects 
rather troubling sidelight of the Churchill 
ceremonies that Queen ElizaIjcth quietly 
paid her respects to the grand old man at 
Westminster Hall. Interesting because no 
other British so\ereign within memory 
had paid such homage to anyone not of 
royal blood. Troubling because it seems 
somehow out of step with the times that 
there should be anything remarkable about 
a person distinguished largely by position 
honoring one distinguished bv achievement. 


TO EXPLOIT THE SFA 
The Committee on Oceanography of the 
National Academy of Sciences has been 
plugging for a national commitment to 
spend 165 million dollars a year on develop­ 
ing means of exploiting the seas. The ex- 
(jerts envision such things as undersea “ani­ 
mal husbandry” and remarkable new meth­ 
ods of fishing (by means of electric cur­ 
rents, for example, which would herd fish 4 


into a funnel attached to a processing 
ship). They foresee submarine freight and 
passenger travel, undersea mining on a 
large scale, even the creation of ocean ship ! 
“cities” in the most productive waters. 
Much of this has the ring of .science fic­ 
tion, until one recalls that moon shots and 
other developments make this an era in 
which science is rapidly catching up with 
science fiction. The truth is that what the 
oceanographers are proposing — that is, 
stepped-up oceanic research and develop-1 
ment—makes excellent practical sense. 
This point Is underscored by their esti­ 
mate that annual investment of the 165 
million they ask will soon bring an enor­ 
mously greater return. The Figure they 
speak of—an annual yield of six billion dol­ 
lars within IO to 15 years—may sound like 
a wild exaggeration, but even a fraction of 
that w’ould justify the magnitude of invest­ 
ment now proposed.
